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U.S.  TRADE  IN  LIVESTOCK  AND  LIVESTOCK  PRODUCTS 
IN  1978  TOPPED  1977  LEVELS 


U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  rose 
in  calendar  1978,  mainly  as  a  result  of  higher  unit  values 
spurred  by  strong  foreign  demand  and  tightening  U.S. 
supplies  of  some  livestock  products.  Volume  of  some 
products  shipped  also  expanded. 

Heavy  U.S.  consumer  demand  and  smaller  availabilities 
in  exporting  countries  upped  unit  values  raising  the  U.S. 
import  total  also  above  last  year's. 

Exports 

U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  in 
calendar  1978  jumped  to  $2.6  billion,  16  percent  above  the 
previous  year's  level,  primarily  because  of  higher  unit 
values.  These  resulted  from  continued  strong  foreign 
demand  for  livestock  and  products  and  smaller  domestic 
availabilities  of  some  of  these  products.  Most  of  the  volume 
gain  was  in  larger  beef  and  variety  meat  shipments. 

Hides  and  skins  was,  again,  the  leading  export  earner  in 
calendar  1978  with  cattle  hides  accounting  for  over  90 
percent  of  the  value  in  this  category.  The  United  States 
remains  the  principal  source  of  raw  hides  used  for  leather, 
and  the  combination  of  strong  foreign  demand  and  smaller 
availabilities  growing  out  of  reduced  domestic  slaughter 
resulted  in  a  substantial  increase  in  unit  values. 

Tallow  and  grease  exports  fell  on  a  volume  basis,  but 
higher  unit  values  compensated  and  pushed  export 
earnings  to  a  record  high.  Substantial  shipments  to  the 
USSR  and  China  resulted  in  increased  exports  and  higher 
unit  values. 

Red  meat  as  an  aggregate  gained  mainly  due  to  an 
expansion  in  beef  shipments  to  Japan.  Expansion  of 
Japanese  quotas  for  high  quality  beef — of  which  the  United 
States  is  the  principal  supplier — was  the  primary  reason  for 
increased  U.S.  exports  of  red  meat. 


Offsetting  lower  pork  shipments  to  Canada  and  Japan, 
whose  supplies  were  ample,  were  increased  exports  to 
Mexico  and  the  Republic  of  Korea.  Consumer  demand  for 
pork  in  the  latter  is  increasing,  and  imports  are  supplemen- 
ting domestic  production. 

Variety  meat  (offals)  shipments  rose,  reflecting  larger 
Japanese  purchases,  which  are  being  utilized  by  the 
processed  meat  manufacturers  and  are  classified  as  "offals 
not  elsewhere  specified." 

Larger  beef  breeding  and  slaughter  cattle  exports  reflect 
the  continuing  demand  for  quality  breeding  stock  in 
developing  countries  such  as  Mexico,  the  Republic  of 
Korea,  and  Italy,  and  the  resumed  shipment  of  animals  for 
slaughter  from  Michigan  to  Canada  now  that  PBB  restric- 
tions have  been  eased. 

Imports 

imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  for 
calendar  1978  reached  a  new  high  of  $2.7  billion,  up  37 
percent  from  the  1977  level.  Most  of  this  gain  resulted  from 
increased  red  meat  and  live  cattle  imports  and  higher  unit 
values  caused  by  smaller  U.S.  availabilities  of  manufac- 
turing beef  and  tighter  supplies  in  exporting  countries. 

Beef  import  volume  made  the  largest  gain,  19  percent 
above  the  1977  level,  based  on  Bureau  of  Census  data.  Most 
of  this  beef  is  categorized  as  boneless  manufacturing  beef, 
which  is  currently  in  short  supply.  Lean  or  manufacturing 
grade  beef  is  in  short  supply  in  the  United  States  because  of 
the  large  slaughter  of  cows  during  the  liquidation  phase  of 
the  cattle  cycle  that  began  in  1975  and  lasted  through  1978. 

The  gain  in  total  pork  imports  was  attributed  to  larger 
entries  of  fresh,  chilled  and  frozen  prok  from  Canada. 
Canadian  producers  taking  advantage  of  smaller  U.S. 
supplies  of  red  meats,  attractive  U.S.  prices  and  favorable 
exchange  rates  expanded  exports  to  the  U.S.  market.  The 


same  situation  upped  imports  of  live  hogs  from  Canada  to 
202.000  head  from  43,000  head  in  1977. 

Live  cattle  imports  for  1978  reached  1.25  million  head. 
Higher  U.S.  prices  caused  by  smaller  availabilities  of 
slaughter  and  feeder  cattle  attracted  larger  imports  from 
Mexico. 

U.S.  Customs  Service  monitorings  of  meat  subject  to 
P.L.  88-482  during  1977  and  1978  are  included  in  Table  7. 
Agreements  have  been  concluded  with  supplying  coun- 
tries, resulting  in  a  voluntary  restraint  program  for 
calendar  1979  of  1,570  million  pounds. 


breeding  cattle,  but  higher  unit  values  will  again  account 
for  most  of  the  increase  in  export  earnings. 

Imports  are  expected  to  grow  in  value  too,  perhaps  30 
percent  larger  than  in  1978.  Larger  entries  of  red  meat 
(principally  boneless  beeO  will  be  the  main  factor,  but  pork 
imports  from  Canada  are  likely  to  grow  as  long  as  U.S. 
prices  remain  attractive  and  the  sulfonamide  residues  do 
not  affect  two-way  border  trade.  Live  cattle  imports  from 
Mexico  are  expected  to  fall  because  of  high  beef  prices  in 
Mexico  and  pressures  put  on  the  Mexican  Government  to 
provide  more  beef  to  Mexicans. 


Outlook 

The  total  export  value  for  1 979  is  expected  to  be  about  25 
percent  above  1978  levels,  reflecting  continued  strong 
foreign  demand,  especially  for  animal  byproducts.  Small 
volume  increases  are  expected  for  exports  of  beef  and  beef
